George 

It  seems  to  be  customery  for  a 
Seed  Man  to  tell  a  little  of  his  his¬ 
tory.  Of  course  it  likely  will  be  bet¬ 
ter  not  to  tell  everything  that  has 
happened  in  his  life  as  we  were  all 
boys  at  one  time  and  did  things,  such 
as  swiping  grapes,  watermelons  and 
several  other  things  that  might  not 
look  good  in  print.  A  few  years  ago 
while  visiting  my  old  home  town, 
Marshall,  Wisconsin,  I  heard  several 
things  that  I  did  when  a  boy  that  I 
had  forgotten  until  reminded  of  it. 
J  will  admit  that  I  never  was  an 
angel,  but  did  always  manage  to  keep 
out  of  jail.  Now  when  a  boy  of  12 
or  14  years  old  I  always  had  several 
seed  catalogs  and  thought  I  wanted 
to  be  a  seed  man  and  I  went  as  far 
as  to  write  several  asking  for  a  job, 
but  they  all  wrote  me  a  very  nice 
letter  saying  that  they  all  had  plenty 
of  help  and  from  then  on  the  seed 
game  was  a  thing  of  the  past. 

'Twenty-nine  years  ago  I  came  to 
Marshall,  Minn.,  the  best  town  and 
state  that  I  know  of.  I  worked  out 
on  a  farm  the  first  year  here  for 
$20.00  per  month  and  then  rented 
my  folks’  farm  2^/^  miles  east  of 
Marshall  and  was  there  15  years. 
Eight  of  them  wias  spent  in  batching. 
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when  I  found  a  girl  at  Chatfield, 
Minnesota  that  felt  sorry  for  me 
and  have  had  a  good  cook  and  three 
meals  a  day  since.  I  cannot  tell  you 
what  she  thinks  of  me  now,,  but  to 
be  honest  with  you  I  have  heard 
her  say  that  I  was  the  best  man  she 
ever  had,  (as  I  am  the  only  one  she 
has  had.) 

Thirteen  years  ago  I  became  good, 
come  to  tov/n  and  bought  a  church 
parsonage  to  live  in  and  I  rented  the 
old  Catholic  church  and  started  in 
the  seed  business.  Seed  corn  being 
about  all  that  I  had  the  first  year, 
if  I  remember  right,  I  had  six  sacks 
of  grass  seed  and  carried  about  one 
half  of  that  over  until  the  next  year, 
but  business  has  grown  until  in  my 
present  location,  that  instead  of  get¬ 
ting  in  seed  by  the  sack  as  at  first, 
it  is  shipped  in,  in  car  load  lots  now. 
Until  nine  years  ago  I  did  not  handle 
garden  seeds  at  all,  but  since  have 
handled  them  in  bulk.  This  depart¬ 
ment  has  grown  just  as  fast  if  not 
faster  than  the  field  seed,  as  in  the 
bulk  garden  seed  buyer  I  never  lose 
a  customer.  After  they  buy  that  way 
once  they  never  go  back  to  the  pret¬ 
ty  packages  with  very  few  seeds  in 
them  and  perhaps  they  are  10  years 
old  as  far  as  the  dealer  you  buy 
them  of  knows.  As  to  the  chicken 
feed,  that  has  grown  from  nothing 
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a  few  years  ago,  until  now  that  is 
shipped  in  by  the  car  load. 

Now  to  sum  this  all  up  there  must 
be  a  reason  for  this  growth  in  the 
past  years.  I  do  not  know  what  it  is 
unless  it  is  by  trying  hard  to  please 
the  people  and  selling  them  what 
they  want  at  the  right  price.  Of 
course  we  make  mistakes  but  if  we 
do  we  are  always  glad  to  correct 
them,  (some  times  at  a  loss),  which 
we  are  glad  to  do  if  it  is  our  fault. 
You  are  just  as  welcome  in  this  place 
with  overalls  on  as  you  are  with  a 
white  collar  and  it  will  always  be  so 
as  long  as  I  run  things  around  here. 

Come  in  and  see  us  whether  you 
buy  anything  or  not  as  we  always 
like  company.  Perhaps  I  have  said 
more  than  I  ought  to  but  it  is  too 
late  now.  When  you  come  in  say 
Hello  George,  leave  the  Mr.  stuff  off 
and  oblige.

Great  oaks  from  little  acorns  grow,  great 
crops  from  little  seeds,  and  great  seed 
men — from  nothing.  At  least  the  latter 
seems  true  of  G.  B.  Cutler,  who  operates 
the  G.  B.  Cutler  Seed  Company  here,  for 
starting  out  with  nothing  he  has  develop¬ 
ed  in  11  or  12  years  the  largest  seed  busi¬ 
ness  in  southwestern  Minnesota. 

The  Culter  company  this  week  opened

its  1929  season  by  sending  out  6,000  price 
list  books  over  a  territory  extending  35 
to  40  miles  from  Marshall.  The  company 
handles  all  kinds  of  field  seeds,  garden, 
and  flower  seeds,  chick  feeds  and  oyster 
shells,  and  other  kindred  products.  Its 
equipment  includes  a  sweet  clover  scari- 
fer. 

His  first  year  in  business  here,  Mr.  Cut¬ 
ler  sold  about  three  sacks  of  grass  seed  and 
a  little  seed  corn.  The  business  had  de¬ 
veloped  last  year  to  a  point  where  the 
company  handled  200,000  pounds  of  seed. 
About  five  years  ago  the  company  began 
handling  garden  seeds,  and  last  year  this 
end  of  the  business  reached  a  total  of 
3,500  pounds. 

The  building  the  company  now  occupies 
on  Second  street  has  been  improved  for 
this  year’s  business  by  putting  in  a  hard¬ 
wood  floor  in  the  warehouse,  which,  with 
the  offices,  is  on  the  main  floor.  The  firm 
cleans  seed  in  the  basement,  where  two 
large  cleaners  and  the  sweet  clover  scari¬ 
fier  are  located.  Storage  rooms  are  on  the 
third  floor. 

George  Cutler  came  to  Marshall  28  years 
ago.  He  must  have  liked  the  name  ^‘Mar¬ 
shall,”  for  he  came  here  from  Marshall, 
Wis.  He  worked  as  a  farm  hand  one  year 
for  $20  a  month,  then  rented  his  parents’ 
place  east  of  here.  Fifteen  years  later  he 
moved  into  town  and  entered  the  seed  busi¬ 
ness,  of  which  he  had  dreamed  as  a  boy. 
Since  then  he  has  developed  that  business 
from  nothing  to  one  that  now  handles  seed 
in  carload  lots. 

Though  if  necessary  he  ships  in  seed, 
George  buys  as  many  as  possible  in  this 
territory.  He  is  a  strong  booster  for  Mar¬ 
shall,  and  declares  in  his  1929  book,  after 
telling  of  a  trip  to  other  parts  of  the 
state,  that  “we  can  figure  ourselves  lucky 
that  we  live  in  the  best  little  city  in  Min¬ 
nesota,  Marshall.”
